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PREFACE. 



The present volume is the first part of a series of in- 
tended publieatiojis^ which, when completed, will form, it 
is hoped, a useful manual, both for pupils in Anglo-Bur- 
mese Schools, in these Provinces, and for persons gener^ 
ally, who wish to acquire a knowledge of the vernj^cular. 

The non'-exist^nce of books of this description has been 
very much felt, and nothing but urgent necessity and the 
absolute want of suitable means of instruction ip the public 
schools, could have supplied a motive sufficiently strong 
to induce the author to engage in a work of so much im- 
portance. The work is also one of considera|>le difficulty, 
and he can only offer as an excuse for the undertakings 
his strong desire to promote the great object of English 
education in this dependency of the British Indian Governr 
roent, and his hope that it will contribute in some degree 
to aid the progress of the cause of education, among an 
ignorant and semi-barbarian people. That defects will 
be discovered in the execution of the work, is probable, 
since they have in all previous times been found, by sub* 
sequent experience, to exist in primary works of this 
nature, and it is hoped that the results of after experience 
will produce less incompetent instruments of education 
than those may be of which this volume forms the first 
part. 

The Second Part of the series will consist of dissylla- 
bles; the previous portion, of words accented on the 
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first, and the latter, of tl}ose accented on the second sylla. 
ble. The Third Part wilj consist of words of three syllables, 
and the Fourth Part, of words of four and more syllables. 
Lessons for reading will be attached to each volume. This 
arrangeinen^t has been thought eligible, as affording regular 
gradations for the use of classes in the schools, and at the 
same time will not be inconvenient for learners of the 
vernacular generally. 

It is proposed to publish, also, a small vofume, consist- 
ing of sentences which will form examples of the use of 
particles in the English, and of affixes in the Burmese 
language; 'which volume will complete the series, and it 
is sincerely hoped that the course of learning w^hich the 
preceding arrangement imjriies, will prove advantageous. 
That It will prove to be so, in some degree, there can be 
ho doubt, in view of the almost entire destitution of books 
adapted to the use of schools, established for instruction 
in both' the English and Burmese languages.
